Contract Breach, Fraud Distinguished 


Plaintiff company sued to collect an agreed price for 
supplying and installing aluminum awnings and 
storm sash. 

Defendant counterclaimed for damages, asserting 
that he was induced to enter into contract by fraud- 
ulent representation. Defendant claimed that plaintiff 
had misrepresented that its employees were experts 
in installing awnings and sash, and that the work 
would be done in an expert manner. Even if such 
misrepresentation had been made to defendant, could 
that be regarded as fraudulent and form the basis 
for a defense to this suit? No. 

The St. Louis Court of Appeals (320 S.W. 2d 951) 
said that such representation should be regarded as 
mere “puffing” or “sales talk.” 

The court also decided that defendant’s failure to 
complete the installation within a certain time 
would not support a claim for damages on the basis 
of fraudulent representation. At most, there would 
be a mere breach of contract, which would not en- 
title defendant to any damages without proof of loss 
resulting from the delay. 

The court also decided that if there were defects 
in the work, but defendant refused to permit the 
plaintiff to correct them, defendant would have no 
valid counterclaim. 


Tenant's Right to Pledge Credit 


A supplier of building materials should not assume 
that, because leased premises needs repairs or new 
installations, lessee has a right to have work done 
and charged to owner of the premises. 

The supplier has no right to suppose that the lessee 
is necessarily lessor’s agent for that purpose. 

Preferably, the supplier should have a written 
order from the lessor. Ordinarily, there should be at 
least an oral understanding between the supplier 
and the lessor that the bill is to be charged to the 
latter. 

The point is suggested by a case decided by the 
Maryland Court of Appeals. (Taetle v. Livezay Lum- 
ber Co., 142 Atl. 2d 821.) 

Taetle appealed from a decision by a trial court 
that, as owner of premises and through an agent, 
he had authorized the tenant to have a new door in- 
stalled on a garage and certain repair work done. 
There was no written agreement and a direct con- 
flict in the testimony as to whether Taetle’s agent 
had authorized charge. 

The courts settled the dispute in favor of the lum- 
ber company, but it is unlikely that there would 
have been any lawsuit, if the company had secured 
a written order signed by Taetle or his agent. 
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Lumber Did Not Conform to Contract 


THE PROBLEM: A lumber company contracted to 
buy specified lengths of lumber. Material was con- 
tracted for to fulfill a contract with the Government. 
The seller’s failure to deliver lumber conforming to 
specifications necessitated a purchase by the buyer of 
rough lumber, random pieces of lumber which had 
to be cut to size. Was the buyer entitled to damages? 

COURT’S ANSWER: Yes. In the case of Israel v. 
Campbell, 330 Pac. 2d 83, the California District 
Court of Appeal, First District, decided that the sell- 
er could not contradict terms of his written contract 
by asserting an oral agreement as to length of lum- 
ber to be furnished. This point is in line with a rule 
of law recognized by all courts, to the effect that 
clear and definite terms of a written contract can- 
not be contradicted by showing a different oral agree- 
ment allegedly existing when the written contract 
was signed. This case did not fall within the excep- 
tion to the general rule, that the true agreement can 
be proved where a written contract, through fraud 
committed by one of the parties, or through mutual 
mistake, fails to state the actual agreement reached. 

In this case, buyer would not be denied right to 
damages merely because the precise amount of 
damages was not provable. 

Among items to which buyer was entitled in this 
case was difference in payroll costs to buyer in per- 
forming its contract with the Government, and the 
consequence of the seller’s breach of contract. 


When Supplier Is Not Due Reimbursement 


In Louisiana, as in other states, a supplier of ma- 
terials for use in constructing a particular building, 
in enforcing a lien against improved property for 
unpaid price, may be entitled to reimbursement for 
cost of attorney’s services in enforcing lien. But is 
supplier entitled to such reimbursement if owner of 
premises offered to pay supplier more than amount 
actually due for materials, after the supplier earlier 
rejected such offer? 

No. So decided the Louisiana Court of Appeal, New 
Orleans, in the case of George Kellett & Sons, Inc. 
v. Schwartz Industries, Inc. (107 So. 2d 815). 


Defective Materials Claim Is Questioned 


In North Carolina, a subcontractor who furnished 
materials to a building contractor sued to collect a 
balance due. Did evidence support contractor’s coun- 
terclaim for damages on the ground that the materials 
furnished were defective? 

The Supreme Court of the state answered this 
question in the negative. (Durham Lumber Co. v. 
Wrenn-Wilson Construction Co., 107 S.E. 2nd 538.) 
Upholding a decision of a lower court, the Supreme 
Court said that the jury was warranted in finding in 
favor of the lumber company on factual questions 
presented whether subcontracting lumber company 
had furnished materials complying with specifica- 
tions, and whether reglazing of windows actually was 
necessary because of faulty materials or workman- 
ship provided by subcontractor, or because of general 
contractor’s negligent failure to paint over and cover 
up putty on the windows within a reasonable time 
after the glazed sashes were exposed to the elements.

‘60 Building Boom Seen 


Construction market in the 
1960’s will require some $900- 
billion worth of materials and 
services. At least, that is the 
prediction of Dr. George 
Cline Smith, vice-president 
and chief economist of F. W. 
Dodge Corp. 

Growth, he said, will be 
provided by 34-million addi- 
tional people — equal to the 
combined present populations 
of Canada, Cuba, and Austra- 
lia — and by rising standards 
of living. 

Dr. Smith estimated new 
construction would amount 
to about $600-billion in the 
1960 decade, in terms of pres- 
ent-day dollars. Another 
$300-billion is predicted for 
maintenance and repair, 
making a total market for 
construction goods and serv- 
ices of $900-billion. 

Looking beyond the Sixties, 
he predicted that national 
population would just about 
double by the year 2,000. To 
take care of this growth, we 
will, in essence, have to dou- 
ble all facilities now existing 
— such as housing, schools, 
offices, and stores. We will 
literally, in the life of a for- 
ty-year mortgage, have to 
build another United States, 











he said. 


Oklahoma Shows 15% Gain

Oklahoma led three other South- 
ern states in future construction 
contracts in March with an in- 
crease of 15 per cent from March, 
1959, according to the F. W. Dodge

FHA Outlines Details 
On Subflooring System 


The Washington office of the 
Federal Housing Administration 
has outlined detailed specifications 
for the use of a tongue and grooved 
2.4.1 fir plywood subflooring sys- 
tem, designed to eliminate cross- 
blocking between supports four 
feet o.c. The specifications are list- 
ed in materials release No. 171a. 

According to the Douglas Fir 
Plywood Association, which made 
the announcement, the way now 
is clear for builders to seek local 
acceptance for this product in 
homes with FHA-insured mort- 
gages. 

The FHA release does not con- 
stitute endorsement or approval of 
the panel. 

Technical data gathered in lab- 
oratory and field tests of the joint 
are available from DFPA, 1119 A 
Street, Tacoma 2, Wash. Local 
FHA offices may require this in- 
formation before granting accept- 
ances, DFPA pointed out. 

The specifications outlined by 
the FHA parallel grading rules of 
the plywood association. These call 
for the application of a specially 
designed joint with factory equip- 
ment. The square’ shouldered 
tongue and matching groove are 
designed to provide full bearing 
and an effective joint even when 
the panels are not solidly engaged. 

The new joint, applied to special 
1%-inch thick panels, should save 
12 man-hours per 1,000 square feet 
of floor, according to DFPA. 

The new joint was developed 
late in 1959 to meet objection to 
the use of cross-blocking. Lower 
surfaces of 2.4.1 T&G floors provide 
an attractive beamed ceiling when 
used in basement houses. 

Finished floors, ranging from 
vinyl tile to carpet to solid oak 
strips, may be applied directly to 
the panels.

Supply Co., Sarasota, Fla., often 
run as high as $6,000 to $7,000 a 
month. And rising business has re- 
sulted in the removal of the busi- 
ness to a spacious new building on 
U.S. 41, the teeming artery to Mi- 
ami. This new building triples the 
space available in the old building. 

The major portion of Owner El- 
wood (Kit) Carson’s paint business 
is derived from building contract- 
ors. His list of regular accounts in- 
cludes names of 180 contractors- 
men, who of necessity, buy on 
credit 

Fully aware of the risks involved 
in extending credit to contractors, 
Carson subjects each charge ac- 
count customer to a searching in- 
vestigation that leaves his financial 
affairs about as private as the pro- 
verbial goldfish-in-a-bowl. As a 
consequence, Kit gets paid by his 
customers, and he holds on to 
them. 

Or, as he puts it: “If you keep 
your contractors paid up, you'll 
keep them coming. It is the dealer’s 
fault when a credit customer be- 
gins taking his business  else- 
where.”

linquency involves continuous con- 
tact by dealer with customer — 
through correspondence, by tele- 
phone, and personal visits.

Carson holds on to 
these credit accounts because he 
operates on the economic axiom 
that a cash customer is anybody’s 
customer, while a reliable charge 
customer is the best customer. 
“Regardless of how well-estab- 
lished the contractor’s reputation,” 
said Carson, “we want to know 
where he is building, for whom, 
and where he gets his loans.

Two unusual products that have 


met with unusual acceptance 


among our customers are pre-cast, 
pre-colored patio blocks and metal 
garden houses — packaged, assem- 
bled and pre-painted. 

We have been selling the 12” x 
16” blocks at the rate of about 1,500 
monthly, with about 80 per cent of 
that volume going to do-it-your- 
selfers. The average sale to do-it- 
yourselfers has been $40. Two 
truckloads, averaging about 2,000 
blocks per load, have been rolling 
into the yard each week from a 
local distributor. 

This block appeals to home-own- 
ers because it lends itself easily to 
building of patios and sidewalks. 
No instruction or additional ma- 
terials are necessary. The blocks 
make a very attractive walk or ter- 
race, as well as patio. Sales have 
increased steadily, helped perhaps 
by our prompt delivery service. 

Blocks are given prominent dis- 
play right in the garden area ad- 
joining the parking lot. Here, no 
one can overlook them in their 
bright assortment of colors. Addi- 
tional promotion has been given 
them in our weekly suburban 
newspaper and two local month- 
lies. 

Also displayed in our garden 
center is the 7° x 7’ metal garden 
house. Within a few weeks of its 
introduction, we sold 15 of them, 
even though the price runs close to 
$200. Buyers found the little build- 
ing, with its convenient rolling 
overhead door, very handy for use 
as a tool shed or storage house. 

We keep it out front in the 
driveway, adjoining the garden 
center, so that it can also be seen

This Springfield, Mo., architect confirms the fact 

that success in today’s building field mainly is contingent 
on a working knowledge of what's new and “out front” in 
building supplies. Such grasp serves as basis for 

his competition in the area where basic construction costs 
directly affect his chances of landing a job

(as told to Bee Reynolds) 


Upswing in industrial building 
predicted for 1960 reminds me of 
my most interesting client in 1959. 
There’s a parallel here for all of 
us concerned with non-residential 
construction. 

My interesting client? Well, she 
was a plucky woman who insisted 
on a debt-free building. She had 
a lump of cash, a sum I felt could 
never stretch over her needs. But 
she refused to go five cents into 
debt. Her tenacious insistence 
challenged my professional skills. 

Knowing it couldn’t be done, we 
nonetheless built a handsome 
showroom-warehouse for the im- 
possible price of $4.21 a square 
foot! 

This moment of truth stems 
from a day last spring when Mrs. 
Farris Nahon called my office for 
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a little advice. She left me with 
a monumental problem, best stated 
in the academic method used in 
training neophyte architects, to- 
wit: 

Problem: To enclose, illuminate, 
heat, and air-condition as much 
space as possible for Nahon and 
Sons’ wholesale dry goods com- 
pany on $120,000.00 budget. 

Materials: Reinforced concrete 
footings; stacked haydite block 
walls with brick facing on front 
and partially on sides; minimum 
use of decorative materials; con- 
crete floors over gravel base; steel 
columns, steel beams, steel joists; 
insulrock roof deck; built-up roof- 
ing with a 20-year bond; and 
painted exposed blocks, columns, 
etc. 

Plumbing: Seven fixtures; hot 
water heater; kitchenette in lounge 
area; and sillcocks or hose bibbs 
and lawn sprinklers (front only). 

Heating and Air-Condition: Six 
forced warm air furnaces with 


five-ton cooling coil in each; and 
two 7%-ton package  air-condi- 
tioners. 

Lighting: Illumination provided 
with continuous rows of fluores- 
cent fixtures. 

Summary: Ten tons of air-con- 
ditioning cost was saved by filling 
voids in haydite blocks with Zon- 
olite insulating concrete. 

Alternate bids were taken on 
roof deck systems with 3” Insul- 
rock being the least expensive yet 
having the desired ‘“U” factor. 

The base bid was $101,500 for 
22,537 square feet or $4.50 per 
square foot. 

An alternate bid was $108,018 
for 25,709 square feet or $4.21 per 
square foot. 

Another alternate bid was for 
$120,786 for 31,122 square feet or 
$3.88 per square foot. 

The middle bid, for 25,709 
square feet at $4.21 per square 
foot, was accepted by the client. 

The remaining $12,000 was re- 
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quired to acquire an adjacent strip 
of property, the purchase being 
necessitated by a factor in the 
city code. 

Ordinarily, we could anticipate 
a structure of this type to run to 
$7 or $8 a square foot. Factors 
primarily responsible for the sur- 
prisingly low cost ratio are: (1) 
simplicity of design; (2) location 
on site where grading could be 
held to a minimum; (3) selection 
of dual-purpose materials both 
functional and finishing; and (4) 
timeliness of bid-letting. 

The third factor here was in- 
directly responsible for an ap- 
preciable saving in labor costs. 
The easy-handling materials went 
up fast and cut off days from con- 
struction time. And, when_ in- 
stallation and finishing were han- 
dled in one operation, as with the 
Insulrock deck, you save the labor 
cost of one entire operation. 


Partitioned offices lining one side of building 
take up 1,900 sq. ft. of inside space. Heating 
and air conditioning control temperature and 
humidity year ‘round. 


The Nahon structure, an all- 
masonry building, was completed 
for approximately the same cost 
locally as an all-metal building. 

Solar screen panels of ceramic 
or fireclay — design element that 
breaks up the severe elevation — 
shade entry and enhance eye- 
appeal of the facade which faces 
onto a busily-traveled trafficway. 

The corner location permitted 
accessibility to a loading dock at 
the back from a side street. In- 
corporated in the over-all design, 
the covered loading platform does 
not detract from the distinctive 
appearance of the market place. 

Inside, a trim showroom is en- 
tered through a lounge area walled 
on the street side by floor-to-ceil- 
ing plate glass. Here, smartly 
styled seating groups are provided

Office procedures are carried on 
in 1,900 square feet of partitioned 
space along one side of the build- 
ing. An open corridor links lobby 
with loading dock, and opens to 
each office in the building. 

A balance of something like 
24,000 square feet remains as 
show! n space. Here, wares are 
displayed on waist-high counters. 
Under-counter shelves serve as 
storage space for additional stock. 
Continuous fluorescent tube light- 
ing flecting off the white Insul- 
rock ck illuminates the farthest 
rece s of merchandise floor.

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TBMA Toasts Bob Brownlee at Mid-South 


Eighteen years of faithful service 
by Robert O. (Bob) Brownlee as 
secretary-manager of the Tennes- 
see Building Material Assn. was 
recognized on St. Valentine’s day 
at a testimonial dinner in his hon- 
or. 

The surprise ceremony was part 
of the 1960 Mid-South Convention 
and Building Material Show, held 
in Memphis, Tenn. A handsome 
souvenir memory book, given 
Brownlee by the association, con- 
tained letters and telegrams from 
friends throughout the nation, 
photographs, and other memen- 
toes. He also was awarded a color 
television set by the appreciative 
group headed by him for 18 years. 

When Brownlee, who retired on 
January 1, became manager of the 
TBMA in 1941, there were said to 
be 43 members on its rolls. Associ- 
ation rolls presently report 189 
regular members and 46 associate 
members. 

TBMA President John E. Smith, 
speaking for the association, said:

“We in home building,” said 
Bartling, “believe the code situa- 
tion should be thrashed out at the 
grass roots, with building materi- 
als people, builders, and architects 
joining to arouse the public and 
bring about needed changes.” 

He said his group advocates na- 
tionwide modernization of building 
codes to reflect new knowledge, 
new material, and new techniques. 

“We know how to do better,” he 
explained, “but because of codes 
are not permitted to do so. There 
is a market for from 300,000 to 
400,000 more homes annually if 
such impediments were removed.” 

The home builders also favor 


the organization of a central mort- 
gage bank to provide a more uni- 
form flow of mortgage funds. 

Bartling criticized the current 
Administration, saying that, under 
its policies, the man on modest 
income is denied the right to own 
a home. 

He urged more attention to de- 
caying inner cores of cities. “More 
effort must be given to removing 
the inner core of blight,” he com- 
mented, “and cities should have 
programs to bring people in from 
the suburbs.” 

DeVille pointed up the fact that, 
of some 50 million homes in the 
United States, about 40 million 
presently need remodeling and re- 
pair. 

“That work offers your greatest 
opportunity for new business,” he 
said. “You are being outsold by 
your three largest competitors, the 
television, automobile, and _ boat 
manufacturers. You must advertise 
more.” 

He said, too, that lumber and 
building materials people must 
merchandise more, encouraging 
people to upgrade their homes. 

DeVille asked frankly: “Are you 
ready for the ‘Fabulous Sixties’?” 

Then he outlined various points 
in the NRLDA program this year

Texas Lumbermen Convene in Capital City 
To Dedicate Officially New LAT Quarters 


Away from bustle and distraction of Longhorn State's 
traditional four convention cities, Austin atmosphere, 
in general, is anticipated to intensify conventioneer 
interest in LAT’s top-notch program and record-shatter- 
ing turnout of commercial exhibitors 


Even though one short of a “dia- 
mond jubilee,” the 74th annual 
convention and exposition of the 
Lumbermen’s Assn. of Texas in 
Austin, April 10-12—for two rea- 
sons—is apt to serve as crowning 
milestone in the organization’s 
history. 

First, the event provides oppor- 
tunity for official dedication of 
lavish new LAT headquarters, 
finished in mid-1959, in the shadow 
of the Longhorn capitol.

Austin’s two major downtown 
hotels—the Stephen F. Austin and 
the Driskill — will vie for LAT 
activities during the three-day 
meeting. A hospitality suite for 
ladies during the convention will 
be maintained in the Stephen F. 
Austin Hotel’s Sun Room. 

For conventioneers and wives, 
shuttle buses, on regular schedules, 
will run between hotels and the 
auditorium. The James Bute Co. of 
Houston will provide the transpor- 
tation. 

More than 150 exhibit spaces 
have been reserved by manufac- 
turers and suppliers for displaying 
latest merchandise and services. 
(All exhibitors are listed in a 
special convention § section of 
Southern Building Supplies at the 
conclusion of this article.) 

An outstanding contingent of 


speakers has been set to highlight 
the three-day program. They in- 
clude Robert V. Blackstock, Seat- 
tle, Wash.; and Jack Owen, Dr. J. 
Neils Thompscn, Horace Busby, 
and John Henry Faulk, all of 
Austin. 

Thompson, a professor of civil 
engineering at the University of 
Texas and director of its Balcones 
Research Center, is set to appear 
on the Sunday afternoon business 
session.

Blackstock, a Seattle lumber 
dealer, is an executive board mem- 
ber of the Lumber Dealers Re- 
search Council.

And with the information at his 
fingertips, the sales clerk can de- 
termine whether or not to grant 
the customer further credit. 

It was through this sharp-eyed 
watch on the affairs of his debtors 
that Carson became distributor, 
rather than just another dealer, for 
a leading paint line, and he is mak- 
ing more money as a result. 

“One specific contractor had 
been buying close to 700 gallons of 
paint from us when he suddenly 
quit,” recalled Carson. Kit immedi- 
ately went after this account, and 
learned that the distributor of the 
paint he had been handling had 
bypassed Kit and sold direct to the 
contractor. Carson immediately 
discontinued the paint line and be- 
came distributor for the line he 
now handles. 

“Anyhow,” Carson averred, “the 
paint we handled then could be 
bought about anywhere—in five- 
and-dime stores, supermarkets, and 
gas stations. Why suffer all that 
competition? 

“As a distributor, we can sell at 
dealer’s cost plus 10 per cent, get- 
ting a mark-up of 33 1/3 to 50 per 
cent. Even if we sold at dealer’s 
cost, we would still make 20 per 
cent on our contractor customer.” 


Seeks Women Customers 

Since the firm’s trade area com- 
prises neighborhoods in which 
houses have reached that point 
where they can stand redecorating, 
Carson makes a strong bid to at- 
tract do-it-yourself home-owners, 
especially women. 

“Women are avid painters,” he 
said. “They do a_ considerable 
amount of painting in their spare 
time on a do-it-with-the-family 
basis, with every family member 
cooperating. Once women begin 
painting, they continue on a year- 
‘round program, which means we 
stock a complete line of paint sup- 
plies and sundries as well as a full 
line for heavy sales.” 

This idea of a complete line is 
important to Carson. “A complete 
paint department is one of the 
building supply dealers easiest 
profit-makers. The dealer whose 
paint department is a half-hearted 
affair is missing the gravy train,” 
he pointed out.

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a particular item wanted by the 
customer. This is especially true 
when dealing with the individuals 
who do their own painting. 

To have 90 per cent of a line is 
not enough, because it is the item 
in that 10 per cent bracket that ‘s 
often the fastest-selling number. 
And it is a calamity hard to face 
down for a dealer to be out of a 
fast-turnover item. 

The Sarasota dealer makes it a 
practice to replenish the stocks of 
best selling items before the last 
ones are sold. 

“Invariably,” said Carson, “a 
customer entering the store has a 
preconceived idea of what he 
wants to buy. The dealer that does 
not have that item will find that 
he has lost this sale and possibly 
future sales to that customer. 

“If the customer, especially if it 
is a woman, has a certain color in 
mind, and you don’t have that par- 
ticular number, all the talking 
about the colors which you do have 
in stock isn’t going to influence her 
to take blue when she wants—or 
likes—maroon. 

“On the other hand, if you sell 
her the item she needs, you put her 
in a receptive mood to buy related 
paint needs.” 


Advice-Giving Is Vital 

In selling paint to the home re- 
decorator, Sarasota Building Sup- 
ply personnel have standing in- 
structions to give the individual 
paint buyers good advice about ap- 
plication, even if they do not solicit 
it. 

“Otherwise,” said the Florida 
dealer, “if the paint job backfires, 
they’ll blame the paint and every- 
thing else—everything, that is, ex- 
cept their own lack of skill. In any 
case, this leads to poor business 
relations.” 

A recent survey revealed that 86 
per cent of the men and women 
polled replied “Yes” to this ques- 
tion: “From past experience, do 
you generally trust the recommen- 
dations of your paint dealer?” 

From this, it would seem that 
more and more do-it-yourselfers 
look to paint dealers for authorita- 
tive advice. It also would seem that 
the dealers have been handing out 
reliable information. 

Carson feels that today’s keen 
competition requires the building 
supply dealer to exercise every 
possible precaution in every facet 
of his operations to avoid winding 
up as a statistic on the table of 
business mortalities.

tioned, “to sell on open account. | 


Make it unmistakably clear to your 
customers just exactly what your 
terms are, and insist that they be 
kept.” 

The mainstay of Carson’s luc- 
rative building supply enterprise is 
his paint department. Its success as 
a consistent profit-maker and busi- 
ness-builder has always been trace- 
able to its completeness and to Car- 
son’s methods of controlling credit.

As handled at Nahon’s, Insul- 
rock is used on a 72” span with 
the benefit of bulb-tees.
